I am lucky enough to have two sp600's, a JX that was built with vitamins Q's 
and works like the day it was made, and a JX-14 that was buit with black 
plastics. I replaced every tubular cap in the set, even in the turret, 

IF cans, conversion oscillator and RF deck. I also replaced all the 

mica coupling and bypassing caps in the AGC and audio section. All 

the Resistors in the AGC and RF/IF amp circuits are within tolerance. 

The voltages look about right also. Just the same, the audio is distorted 

on strong signals, but sounds fine if you reduce the RF gain and increase the 
audio gain. I tried different tubes in the RF/AF/IF and detectors but 

I cant seem to clear this problem. Any suggestions?

I am NOT the expert on SP600's, I just have one which is beloved. 
Distortion is caused by overdriving some stage, probably a later IF stage. 
Does your 'scope show the distortion at the output of the detector? On the 
plate of the detector driver tube (6BA6)? Hammarlund employed the 6BA6 
ddetector driver as a soft amplitude limiter (helps cut down on headphone 
fatigue). Slightly mushy sounding audio is normal for SP600's set up that 
way, the same as my JX-26. I replaced the 6BA6 with a 6AU6 with the grid 
returned to ground and an unbypassed 360 ohm cathode bias 


resistor...... distortion gone. Other possible causes? Something goofed up 
in the alignment..... re-do it carefully. Problem wih AGC voltage 
development,...... compare AGC voltages for known signal levels with your 


good working ‘600. Hope there's a lead here for you.

Last nite fed this URA-28 some 'close' B+, 
thanks to a kind list members power connector pin out 
diagram, and it ‘whistles'! That is, a 3980kc xtal in 
socket #2 oscillates enough to get over S9 on a nearby 
set. Xtal oven works. 'Exciter' lamp lights. Had an 
interesting p/s parasitic: Rf out showed a huge 80kc 
wave, traced to power coming in and killed it off with 
a junkbox .1/600v cap. There is no rf out I can tell, 
just picking up the osc. and maybe buffer amp. 
The MF tune has a xlittlex effect on the signal 
in the receiver, peaking around 3980 on the dial. 


Next is get it proper voltages - 180 in is only 
getting 150. 225 and 250 in are only getting 200. 


Again, any clues on manual/schematic greatly appreciated.

Hi Coulomb collectors; 


Been reading some posts about where do you come up with "precision paper 
capacitors". You make ‘em. Out of plastic capacitors. First, build a 
xfunction generator*x using an op amp and a comparator. The op amp charges 
the cap with a constant current so that frequency is proportional to 
charge/unit of time. That will give you Farads if you punch the right 
buttons on your calculator. Once you get it calibrated with an accurate 
voltmeter and digital counter you can "make" precision capacitors by 
starting with a value just below your nominal value and paralleling small 
‘uns until your'e "home". Dust off the books, it's basic theory. The 
circuit can be found in any of National Semiconductors Linear Applications 
handbooks. Use a TL-081 op amp and an LM-311 comparator (just about 
anything will do). Mind your electronic manners and 1% caps will be easy 


to make down to about 1000 uuF. Stable plastics are polystyrene, 
polypropylene, and polycarbonate (in descendiong order of stability v/s 
temp.). Mylars (polyester) are OK for most precision cap requirements.

I can add a bit to that. Polypropylene caps and polycarbonate 
caps both have tempcos of about 200 PPM per deg C. However, they 
are of opposite sign...so a parallel combination of one of each 
of roughly equal value makes a very stable part. 


Mylars are not as stable ingeneral, but over the rnage 1=50 deg C 
they have a smasller temco than the previous two types. Outside 
of that range they change faster.

Howdy Lane; 


The TV-7 series of tube testers are a militarized version of a Hickock 
xtransconductance*x measuring circuit which it seems most folks believe is 
the better of the two common circuit types, the other being xemissionx 
measuring. Tube testing, however, is more like shopping for fruits and 
vegetables at your local farmer's market. Do you prefer sunlight or cool 
white flurescents to examine the produce? How do you tell a good 
grapefruit and do you select cantaloupes the same way? It all depends on 
what you are looking for in a tube. Depending on what a tube is called on 
to do in an operating circuit will determine how useful the tube tester is 
for saying "thumbs up" or "thumbs down". In my 1938 Zenith I have a nearly 
flat 6GH6GT detector/ave tube. Can't tell the difference between it and a 
new 6H6. I'm using the glass tube because I like to show off the radio 
with glowing filaments everywhere. Have fun with your TV-7, you will learn 
much using it.

I have a later model Heath cap checker in the brown and ivory case 
style. Uses a damper tube (6DW4 I think) for the rectifier. 


Accuracy: I read all Heath dials with suspicion. OK, ok, I take it 
back! +80/-20% tolerance applies to electrolytics, not paper caps. 
Most modern paper caps are fairly close, 10% or so. If you run it 
through the cal procedure, it ought to be around that close. It's 
usable, anyway, although you need to spend a lot more on good design to 


get real accurate. 


The leakage voltage test gets rather sloppy as it goes up in voltage. 
It puts out less voltage than the panel switch suggests. 


There is a design mistake in the model I have. The power supply has 
two electrolytics in series. They didn't bother to put in equalising 
resistors, so one runs about 50 volts above its rating, while the other 
coasts. One of these days it will blow, and then I'll replace them 
both.

I have here a receiver with two filter chokes - simply put 

voltage from the 5R4 rectifier power goes to a 10 Henry filter choke, then 
to a 20 

Henry 

filter choke, then thru a 2500 ohm resistor, then to an OA2 regulator, 
where there is supposed to be 150 volts DC regulated, and then off to 
circuit (of course the 2 filter chokes have a multi-section cap amidst) 

I assume a 30 Henry choke was not a possibility. 


Voltage after the second choke is reduced dramatically... 


Anyhow.. such skulking is a bit new to me.. and there is NOT 150 volts 
arriving at the OA2. Voltage is coming out of the 5R4 and going to the 
first choke, the 10 Henry, where the voltage is reduced a bit coming out, 
and then goes into the 20 Henry, where it by then is only about 1.5 volts, 
instead of what it probably should be before it gets to the 2500 ohm 10 
wat resistor (I assume at that point it should be in the region of 150 
volts) and then off to the OA2. 


What is happening inside the 20 Henry for it to reduce the voltage so 
much? The 20 Henry choke has approx. the resistance it is supposed to when 
I measure 

its resistance (about 400 ohms according to the manual), so it SEEMS as if 
it is not a broken wire 

in the choke (that is a valid test, isn't it?) - the nominal 1.5 volts is 
not much, by it appears something is getting out. 


I can likely get my hands on a used 20 Henry filter choke which probably 
would have a different resistance (for example, a Hammond is 166 ohms, not 
400 ohms as in the original) so perhaps would have to change the value of 
the 2500 ohm resistor to get the 150 volts delivered to the OA2. 


Anyone with ideas or comments, I would appreciate ideas or an off the List 
discussion directly - 

solutions etc. I will then post back to the List for the edification and 
education of all.

Hi Glenn, 


For TCS connectors, Fair Radio has had them off and on for the last couple 
of years, uSually attached to cables. I bought a set of the transmit and 
receive cables from them about 3 years ago and then I bought two 
"connectors" for my MN-26C's control box from them about 2 years ago and 
what they sent was a TCS cable assembly that I hate to hack up... so it now 
sits as a spare for my TCS. 


Various list members have had at least some of the BC-375 connectors 
available, and that's where I got mine. However, since the "pins" in those 
chassis connectors are just normal sized banana plugs, I had been planning 
on building my own connectors using the silver plated banana plug inserts 
from a bunch of NOS analog computer front panel stacking connectors that my 
son picked up out of the garbage at his school. They require some surgery 
to remove them from the tough plastic, but they do fit the connectors just 
fine, and then the solder is on the "outer" banana, where it doesn't harm 
anything of value. I'm pretty sure the stacking plugs made it through my 
move, so If you want to do the "instant connector (TM)" thing with them (pot 
them in hot melt glue to form a removable connector with fixed pins) or just 
put shrink on them and have loose pin "connector", let me know ahd I'll send 
you some.

This place 
shut off the heat in the buildings during the first week of April. 
Chuck's wife was from California, and was soon freezing as the 
temperature in the apartment dropped down in the 50's. Chuck called me 
on the landline, and told me to get on 6 meters. He had put a squalo on 
his car in the parking lot, and ran some coax back into the apartment. 
After firing up the T-60, and getting into everything electronic in the 
vicinity, including the complex's television cable setup, he informed me 
that: "Berkshire Trace is quite the place to live, $175 a month for a 
one bedroom igloo." It did not take long for the heat to mysteriously 
re-appear. 


Too bad Chuck did not have a bigger boatanchor setup at the time, a 
Viking Valiant and a nice big receiver might have kept the place warm 
without any advertising.
